SCHOLAR SAYS COT.TAPSE OF COMMUNISM 

MAY NOT OPEN DOORS TO DEMOCRACY 

"The demise of Leninism will not give way to liberal 
democratization." So Robert Scalapino, professor emeritus of 
the University of California-Berkeley, informed a capacity 
audience of scholars and friends who had come to hear his views 
on emerging East-West relations. 

Scalapino delivered his address— "The United States and 
Asia: The Future Course,” — at the opening of GW's Gaston Sigur 
Center for East Asian Studies, Monday, September 23, in the 
Marvin Center Ballroom of The George Washington University. Some 
300 people attended the lecture followed by a reception. 

The Center is named for Gaston Sigur who first joined the 
University in 1972 as professor of international relations and 
director of the Institute for Sino-Soviet Studies. In 1982, he 
served on the National Security Council as special assistant to 
the president for East Asian and Pacific Affairs. Currently he 
is the Distinguished Professor of East Asian Studies at 
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GW's Elliott School of International Affairs which, this year, 
celebrates nearly 100 years of global scholarship. 

Scalapino is a leading scholar of East-West relations and 
the former director of the Institute for East Asian Studies at 
the University of California-Berkeley. 

GW professor William R. Johnson, associate director of the 
Sigur Center, used the event to announce that next Spring 
Scalapino would become the Center's first visiting scholar. 

The author of 35 books on Asia and more than 300 articles, 
Scalapino offered a panoramic view of U.S. relations with 
Korea, China, Japan, and Southern Asia. Using Corazon Aquino 
and the late Rajiv Ghandi as examples, he concluded that weak 
leadership in Asia, "despite good intentions," could have 
disastrous consequences on political stability in the world. 

Commenting on China, he said change would not come until 
the "old men" were no longer in power. Then issues like 
decentralization and economic stability would come to the 
forefront. 

Scalapino also discussed Japan's relationship, past and 
present, with the United States, and declared that despite a 
history of political strife and apparent economic conquest by 
Japan, "there will be no divorce in this marriage because there 
are just too many ties."

ENGINEERING PROFESSOR SAYS PHYSICS & FUN 

IS WINNING COMBINATION FOR TENNIS 


Weak lob got you low? Tennis elbow giving you a pain in 
the neck? Breakthrough Tennis (Farragut Publishing Company) may 
be the remedy you need says Rolf Clark, an engineering professor 
at The George Washington University. 

In his latest book, Clark creates a winning sports 
combination by blending the mechanics of systems thinking — the 
study of mental and physical processes — with his love for 
tennis. 

Clark began playing tennis at age 41 and three years later 
experienced his own personal breakthrough using his concept. 
Previously he had been an enthusiastic but run-of-the-mill club 
player. Two years later, the principles of Breakthrough Tennis 
had pushed him into the league of players regionally ranked by 
the United States Tennis Association. Today at age 54, he ranks 
22nd in the Mid-Atlantic Men's 45 Singles and is also a tennis

The goal of Breakthrough Tennis is to keep the game fresh 
and fun for tennis players at all levels.

WASHINGTON, DC — On September 30, George Washington 
University President Stephen Joel Trachtenberg sent a letter to 
the University community detailing efforts to secure federal 
support for The George Washington University Hospital.

To the University Community: 

I know that many of you have followed closely over the past 
few weeks the news accounts of our efforts to obtain federal 
support for renovation of the hospital. I know that there is keen 
interest in this, both within the Medical Center and the University 
generally. As the news items have demonstrated, there have been 
many twists and turns, as events have unfolded quickly. Now that 
things have settled down, at least temporarily, I want to bring you 
up to date on where we stand and what lies ahead. 

As you will have heard by the time you read this, the District 
of Columbia appropriations bill has been passed by both houses of 
Congress without including any funds for the GW Hospital in 1992. 
I know this will raise at least two questions: What happened? 
What happens next? 

First, a little history. Last year the Congress passed and 
President Bush signed legislation introduced by Senator Inouye 
authorizing $50 million in federal funds for the GW hospital over 
the next four years. An authorization merely gives the 
appropriations committees "permission" to allocate the funds, but 
does not provide the funds themselves. This authorizing 
legislation said that the funds could be appropriated to GW through 
the D.C. budget process. 

Last spring, Senator Inouye sought legislation to actually 
appropriate the funds for GW. Consistent with the authorizing 
legislation, Senator Inouye's initiative was offered as an 
amendment to the D.C. appropriations bill. It said $50 million 
would be added to the regular D.C. budget over the next four years 
for GW. This legislation was passed by the U.S. Senate and it went 
on to the House of Representatives. In the House, some raised 
questions concerning the wording of Senator Inouye's amendment and 
the mechanics by which the GW funds would relate to the regular 
D.C. budget. 

With the Congress' summer recess approaching and in the 
interests of time, the Senate agreed to send the D.C. budget to 
President Bush without resolving the discussion about the GW funds. 
The President already had indicated his intention to veto the D.C. 
bill anyway because of its language concerning abortion. So, the 
Senate and the House both recognized that they would have the 
opportunity to discuss the GW amendment again in the fall when the 
bill was returned by the President. 
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The President did indeed veto the D.C. bill over the summer and 
it returned to the Senate earlier this month. Senator Inouye 
reintroduced the GW amendment and it again passed the Senate. In 
the House, the questions regarding the wording of the amendment and 
how it might impact the regular D.C. budget were raised again. 

Senator Inouye made it clear from the beginning that he 
intended the funds for GW to be in excess of the money otherwise 
appropriated for the District of Columbia government. He proposed 
wording intended to assure that outcome. When some expressed 
concern, he proposed new wording even more protective of the 
District's interests and reaffirming of the city's home rule 
rights, stating that Mayor Dixon would decide whether to release 
the funds to GW only if she believed the District government's own 
funding to be appropriate. There were a variety of discussions back 
and forth, including staff and members of the Senate and the House, 
D.C. government officials, and the University, all attempting to 
find the right words to assure the outcome that everyone wanted - 
funds for GW and absolute comfort for the D.C. government. 

It was Senator Inouye's opinion, which I shared, that such 
language indeed had been developed. However as much as we may 
disagree with others who were less at ease with the funding 
mechanism that was proposed, we respect their goodwill and their 
right to a different view. In the past few days, as the beginning 
of the District's October 1 budget year approached, it became clear 
that no agreement could be reached in time and that delay beyond 
October 1 would impose a hardship on the city. 

All of us involved in these discussions agreed that it would 
be unthinkable to have continued discussion on the GW wording in 
any way hurt the District. Senator Inouye's intention, and the 
University's intention, had been from the very beginning to provide 
additional resources to the city in the form of support for the GW 
Hospital, to help the local economy by generating $100 million in 
new construction, and to improve life in the city by strengthening 
the services of the GW hospital. It would have been too ironic to 
permit an effort to do good for the city somehow end up doing it 
harm. With October 1 approaching, time simply ran out on the 
discussion for this year, and the D.C. appropriations bill has gone 
on to the President without the GW amendment. 

We are, of course, disappointed that this matter could not be 
resolved in time for inclusion in the 1992 budget. But, we are far 
from crestfallen. Indeed, much of what has transpired in the past 
few months is particularly encouraging and rewarding. There has 
been an incredible outpouring of support for the GW Hospital from 
all across the community. Mayor Dixon, Delegate Norton, leaders in 
both parties and in both houses of Congress have expressed their 
recognition and appreciation of the critical role GW plays in this 
community. 

Leaders in the Congress and the community have said that they 
strongly support the concept of federal funds for the GW Hospital. 
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Both The Washington Post and WRC-TV ran editorials strongly 
supporting federal assistance to the GW Hospital, although both 
expressed concerns about the specific budgetary mechanism through 
which the need was addressed for 1992. Individuals in the city and 
in Congress have expressed their intention to continue working with 
us to "make this happen" in a way that will satisfy the technical 
concerns of everybody. 

Despite my disappointment at the outcome for now, I must say 
that it was most heartening to see the sincere frustration of those 
who felt obliged to oppose this particular approach for technical 
reasons but who desperately wanted to help GW if they could only 
find a mechanism with which they could feel greater ease. We will 
count on their continued friendship and support in the future. 

The authorization bill that passed last year is in effect for 
four years. Thus, the Congress will continue to have "permission" 
to allocate funds to GW. Moreover, as a result of this year's 
discussion and debate, the needs of the GW Hospital have gained 
wider visibility and recognition throughout the community. Our 
cause has attracted important new friends and our needs have been 
identified by a number of powerful voices as an important priority 
for this community and the Congress. This focused attention on the 
GW Hospital and this enhanced recognition of its importance will 
not only inspire continued conversations in the Congress. It will 
also lead to a heightened awareness cf our needs in the private 
sector, from which we must seek gifts to match any federal dollars 
we receive. 

The entire University community, and all the people of the 
District of Columbia, owe a very great debt of thanks to Senator 
Inouye, whose vision and leadership are responsible for the 
remarkable progress of the past year. His concern for this city, 
its people, and the GW Hospital are selfless and heartfelt. As I 
have come to know him through our working together over the past 
year, I have been increasingly impressed by his wisdom, compassion, 
and courage. 

We will continue to work with Senator Inouye, Mayor Dixon, 
Delegate Norton, and the leaders of the Congress in searching for 
ways to meet the needs of the GW Hospital and the city we all care 
so much about. And I daresay we do so now in an atmosphere of 
enhanced community-wide respect and appreciation for the importance 
of our hospital and the vital services of our talented doctors, 
nurses, and Medical Center staff. Those of us in the family knew 
it all along. Today, it is a fact prominently in the minds of 
leaders in our city and nation.

WASHINGTON, DC — The U.S. Department of Education's Fund 
for the Improvement of Post-Secondary Education (FIPSE), has 
awarded a two-year grant of $136,530 to The George Washington 
University to expand and coordinate prevention programs for 
alcohol abuse and drug use.

EAST EUROPEAN LAWYERS STUDY AT NATIONAL LAW CENTER 

Six lawyers from Eastern Europe are learning about the 
American legal system in a special program at The George 
Washington University National Law Center (NLC). Through the 
International and Comparative Law Program's "George Washington 
Rule of Law Fellowships," the lawyers will earn Master of Laws 
(LL.M.) degrees in one year. 

The fellowship program awards full-tuition NLC scholarships, 
worth approximately $14,000 each, to new graduate law students. 

In addition, each student receives a $10,750 education grant 
from the U.S. Information Agency for housing, transportation and 
other living expenses. 

Three of the students hail from Czechoslovakia and two from 
Romania. Hungary is represented by one student. 

"The presence of these young foreign lawyers at the National 
Law Center enriches our international legal studies program 
immeasurably," says Thomas Buergenthal, the Lobingier Professor 
of Comparative and International Law and director of 
international legal studies at the NLC. "Our hope, too, is that 
what the lawyers learn here will prove of use to them in their 
home countries."

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The six students are Peter Lakatos, George C. Maior, Mihnea 
I. Motoc, Emil Nemec, Ivo Nesrovnal and Pavel Randl. 

Born in Hungary in 1966, Lakatos, 25, graduated from Eotvos 
Lorand University in Budapest in 1991 with a J.D. degree in civil 
law. Specializing in international transactions law, he was an 
associate with the Budapest law firm Koves & Tarsai Ugyvedek. 

A Romanian, Maior, 24, received his law degree from the 
University Babes-Bolyai, Cluj-Napoca, Romania earlier this year. 
During his legal education, Maior studied abroad in Oslo, Norway 
and Florence Italy. 

A fellow Romanian, Motoc, 25, holds a Master of Laws degree 
from the University of Bucharest. A practicing attorney, he has 
worked for Procuratura Bolintin Vale and Procuratura Sector 2 
Bucuresti. Prior to enrolling at GW, Motoc was an attache for 
the Romanian Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 

Twenty-four year old Nemec, born in Bratislava, 
Czechoslovakia, was awarded the J.D. degree from Comenius 
University in June 1989. After graduation, he served as a 
commercial lawyer for the Truckcenter CSFR, Ltd. 

Also from Czechoslovakia and Comenius University, Nesrovnal, 
27, graduated with a J.D. degree in 1986. After graduation, he 
continued his studies, pursuing a Ph.D. at the Institute of State 
and Law of the Slovak Academy of Sciences. Nesrovnal recently 
served as a human rights advisor to Vaclav Havel, the president 
of Czechoslovakia.

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The third student from Czechoslovakia, Randl, 24, was 
awarded the J.D. degree from Charles University earlier this 
year. While a law student, Randl participated in the Seminar on 
the European Convention of Human Rights, in Salzburg, Austria. 

In addition to the six George Washington Rule of Law 
Fellowship students, two other East European lawyers are studying 
at the NLC. 

As part of its International and Comparative Law Program, 
the NLC offers a Master of Laws degree designed especially for 
graduates of foreign law schools. They may pursue study in 
international and comparative law or any of the other specialized 
graduate degree programs offered at the NLC, such as 
environmental law and intellectual property law. Every year, the 
NLC has 30-40 foreign lawyers enrolled in the International and 
Comparative Law Program.

GW PROFESSOR DISPUTES DECLINE IN WORLD POPULATION GROWTH RATES 

Widespread reports that population growth rates have been 
declining have seriously misled the public about population 
trends, says Stuart Umpleby, a management science professor at 
The George Washington University. Umpleby's claims come in 
advance of World Population Week (Oct. 20-26), the time 
designated to review the trend of world population and to see 
what progress has been made in controlling population growth. 

Umpleby explains that a sharp disagreement exists between 
demographers, who claim that since 1965 the world population 
growth rate has been declining, and natural scientists, who 
observe that for the past 30 years human population data have 
exceeded a curve based on an assumption of increasing growth 
rates. 

"Natural scientists and demographers have evolved 
fundamentally different traditions of data analysis. So far the 
natural scientists have a better record in making forecasts," 
asserts Umpleby.

FEATURES CLAUDIA STEVENS IN AN EVENING WITH MADAME F 

Actress/vocalist Claudia Stevens presents "An Evening With 
Madame F," the one-woman show exploring the life and death 
experiences of a musical artist who performed in concentration 
camps. The performance, part of The University Series at The 
George Washington University Lisner Auditorium, commemorates the 
53rd anniversary of Kristallnacht. The performance begins at 
8:00 p.m. on Wednesday, November 6, at GW's Lisner Auditorium. 

"An Evening with Madame F," is a work of theater-with-music 
conceived and written by Claudia Stevens. The music and 
electronic sound are composed by Fred Cohen. The performance 
represents a unique combination of piano-playing, singing and 
acting that Stevens calls "Panoply." 

The work draws upon survivor accounts including that of 
Fania Fenelon, a young French cabaret singer with training in 
opera, who was deported in 1944 to Birkenau, the extermination 
camp adjoining Auschwitz.

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orchestra at Auschwitz for 10 months until the musicians were 
disbanded and transferred to Bergen-Belsen. 

"An Evening With Madame F" was commissioned by the Richmond 
Jewish Federation, and subsequently has been televised by PBS 
television affiliate WCVE. It has been performed throughout the 
United States. 

As a vocalist and dramatic artist, Stevens performs works of 
the twentieth century. In 1986, she formed Panoply, a one- 
woman inter-media event combining vocals and drama with piano 
performance. Her presentations in this medium range from cabaret 
and melodrama to original experimental works and large scale 
music-theatre pieces. She is a frequent collaborator with 
composers, poets and visual artists. Also a pianist, Stevens 
has been presented in numerous solo piano recitals throughout the 
United States and in Europe. Her appearances include Carnegie 
Recital Hall, the National Gallery, Boston's Jordan Hall and the 
Dallas and New York Public Libraries. She also has recorded for 
Perspectives of New Music and National Public Radio. Stevens 
holds degrees in music from Vassar College, the University of 
California at Berkeley and Boston University.
